should be plauted on St. Patrick * day. 
but whether we are able to get them 
it. thai early or not It would be well to 
look into the tiiuttet of good seed at 
once This Is especially Important 
this season on account of the great 
prevalence of potato diseases that In- 
fested Kentucky last summer 

Seed should have been selected at 
digging time and crated during the 
winter, but If you did not do this and 
do not Intend to buy seed, go over 
those on hand, selecting only the 
smooth, ft r in. sound tubers of good 
shape, discarding those that show any 
signs of rot or thai have been very 
near an affected tuber Do not dare 
to plant potatoes in ground that was 
in potatoes last season and that devel- 
oped any kind of disease, as It Is al-
